Weekly cotton crop summary week 
ending Aug. 8. 
East of the Mississippi 
river the 
promise of the cotton crop is noth­ 
ing short of brilliant. There are some 
complaints of weevil in Mississippi, 
but the territory seriously affected is 
small. Otherwise there is nothing to 
be said of the present condition that 
is not good, and the weeks develop­ 
ments were almost wholly favorable. 
Extremely rapid growth has been 
made in the 
two 
Carolinas 
and 
Georgia recently, but withal the plant 
has taken on fruit well and is not 
overgrown, though it does seem rath- 
susceptible to drouth, of which how­ 
ever there is at the present time no 
intimation. In Mississippi and Ala-^ 
bama the status is especially good 
and many correspondents look for rec 
Ord yields. 
West of the river some deteriora­ 
tion occurred during the week, the 
loss in Texas and Oklahoma being 
sharp and in Louisiana and Arkansas 
slight. The rains of Sunday and Mon­ 
day in Texas were generally light 
and not well distributed and the mois­ 
ture thus supplied has been dissipat­ 
ed by the hot suns and extreme heat 
that have followed. 
Many 
sections 
of both Texas and Oklahoma have 
been without rainfall for more than 
5 weeks and the plant 
has 
ceased 
growth and is shedding while prema­ 
ture opening of bolls is reported. It 
is not too late, however, for soaking 
rains to be of vast benefit. 
The area in cotton west of the Miss­ 
issippi river constitutes this year ap­ 
proximately 51 per cent of the total 
planting. 
BY STATES. 
North Carolina—Plant has doubled 
in size within three weeks. 
Is very 
green and flourishing and is well load 
ed with young fruit. Slight excess of 
rain, but what is more to be feared 
is hot dry weather long continued. 
South Carolina—Abundant

• Louisiana—Crop has barely attain­ 
ted its condition. There was some ex­ 
cess of rain south and weevils are do­ 
ling some damage, but crop is much 
I better than for some years.

Oklahoma City, Aug. 12.—Governor 
Cruce today received the formal res­ 
ignation of Justice J. J. Dunn of the 
supreme court, who will make his fu­ 
ture home in Oakland Cal. Judge 
Dunn has formed a partnership with 
one of the leading California lawyers. 
In severing his connection with the 
state he has called home for so many 
years Judge Dunn is leaving behind 
scores of friends who will be inter­ 
ested in his future career, for they be­ 
lieve he will make a mark in the Pa­ 
cific country. 
It was known some time ago that 
Judge Dunn wras contemplating mov­ 
ing to California, but he had not fin­ 
ally decided what he would do. In 
tendering his resignation he made it 
effective September I, and after that 
time he wil have severed bis connec­ 
tion de facto. 
Ten applications have been receiv­ 
ed by Governor Cruce for the place 
vacated by Judge Dunn, but the cheif 
executive has not intimated who will 
get the place. The appointment will 
be made, however, in time for the 
court to begin its fall work in Sept­ 
ember.

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APPROPRIATION WANTED 
FOR PLATT NATIONAL PARK 


Washington, D. C., Aug. ll.—Secre­ 
tary Lane of the Department of In­ 
terior has pointed out in a letter to 
various members of the Oklahoma del­ 
egation in Congress that if congress 
does nqt make specific appropriation 
for the maintenance of Platte Nation­ 
al Park thousands of dollars spent in 
the improvement of the park and for 
equipment to care for it will be lost. 
Efforts are now being made to insert 
the appropriation for the park in the 
general deficiency bill which is ex­ 
pected to be passed by congress at 
this session. 
The annual appropriation for the
